of South Gate, the line- follows the 
east bank of the Rio Hondo river 
between Bell and Downey, crossing 
the San Gabriel river near Whittier

are made in the high line near the 
receiving station. 
Right of way 


across the city of South Gate recent- 
ly was provided for the city's high 
tension lines by a decision, in a su- 
perior court suit that has been pend- 
ing for more than two years.

This effort was crowned with suc- 
ces in April, 1905, when word was 
received from Mr. Carnegie's secre- 
tary that the amount asked for had 
been allocated. Later an additional 
$1000 was received from the same 
source to apply on the cost of the 
furnishings of the building. 


Following the allocation of the 


money no time was lost in accepting 
the gift of Mrs. I. I. Cook, a Covina 
pioneer, of a site for the new build- 
ing on Second street, where it. now 
stands. On December, 1905, the new 
building was officially opened. This 
event was a "red-letter" day in Co- 
vina, the register showing that over 
1100 inspected the building on the 
opening day. 


In 1919, following a change in the 


city administration, an entire new 
library board was named: Dr. C. V. 
Fingerle, president; D. F. Stafford, 
E. H. McHann, H. M. Brubaker, and 
J. H. Coolman.

Refrigerators Require 
Many Features 


Just because a refrigerator seems 


cold is no sign that it is giving sat- 
isfactory refrigeration, according to 
Bob Sawyer of the Sawyer Furni- 
ture company, Covina Leonard deal- 
ers. He points out that there are 
many factors which enter into the 
picture in determining whether an 
electric refrigerator is doing an effi- 
cient job. 


"In the first place, the temperature 


range which should be maintained 
inside the food compartment is a 
comparatively narrow 
one," Mr. 


Sawyer-pointed out. "Food must not 
be frozen, which is what would hap- 
pen if the temperature were to drop 
below 32 degrees, which has been 
established scientifically as the limit 
for safe food preservation. These 
limits must be maintained regardless 
whether the temperature outside is 
50 degrees or 100 degrees, and it is 
easily seen that some accurate con- 
trol mechanism should be a part of 
an efficient refrigerator. 


"To provide satisfactory refrigera- 


tion in the summer months, when 
the temperatures remain in the nine- 
ties for hours at a time, the refrig- 
erator must be powered by a me- 
chanical unit able to meet this 
emergency with the least current 
consumption. An under-powered re- 
frigerator, whose unit must run 100 
per cent of the time to deliver re- 
frigeration in the summer months, is 
a drain on the family pocketbook in 
the amount of current it uses. One 
of the main reasons why Leonard 
owners write their praises of their 
own refrigerators is the fact that 
Leonards are built with a reserve 
surplus power able to take care of 
summertime demands with the least 
posible increase in operating ex- 
pense, as well as maintaining the 
normal freezing of ice cubes."

I know 
southern California politics, and know that ruthless ambi- 
tion will often destroy sincere men in public office. But the 
criticism that seems warranted in this case is that Judge 
Craig persists in holding an office which should have been 
automatically forfeited when a felony indictment was 
brought in a true bill against him. After a lengthy trial he 
has been found guilty, and, although he has appealed, the 
verdict of a jury should be sufficient to remove him from 
office. Yet, he continues to hold that high office, defying 
an ouster on a technicality. 


Without entering into the field of overstatement, it 


would seem to this writer that Judge Craig is insulting 
the people who so long have placed him in office by cling- 
ing to that office after he has been convicted of a felony. 
We should give him every opportunity to clear himself of 
charges, and even discount some of the evidence from the 
standpoint of politics. But Judge Craig owes it to the peo- 
ple to get out of an office where he is expected to pass 
upon the legality of other people's actions. It seems like 
an astonishing effrontery for a man who has had the con- 
fidence of the electorate to defy them by remaining in office 
after a felony conviction. 


Regardless of the question of guilt or innocence, it is 


my belief that the California Newspaper Publishers asso- 
ciation should insist that all judges, when accused of a 
felony, be removed from office. In my memory this is the 
first time in California history that it has been necessary 
to suggest removal. We cannot hope to retain a respect 
for the courts if such an affront is allowed to go unchal- 
lenged.
